Am often violently tempted to let the World 

freely know who the Author of this Paper is ; 

to tell them my Name and Titles at Length ; 

which would prévent abundance of inconfiftent 

Criticifms I daily hear upon it. Thofe who. 
are Enemies to the Notions and Opinions I would 
advance, are fometimes apt to quarrel with the Exa- 
miner as, defective in point of Wir, and fometimes of 
Truth. At other Times they are fo generous and 
candid, to allow, it is written by a Club, and that 
very great Hands have Fingers in it. As for thofe 
who only appear its Adverfaries in Print, they give 
me but — ittle Pain: The Paper I hold lies at my 
mercy, I can govern it as I pleafe ; therefore, 
when I begin to find the Wit too bright, the Learn- 
ing too deep, and the Satyr roo keen for me to deal 
with, (a very frequent Cafe no doubr, where a Man 
is conftantly atcack’d by fuch threwd Adverfaries) I 
peaceable fold ic up, or fling it afide, and read no 
more. It would be happy for me to have the fame 
Power over People’s Tongues, and not be forced to 
hear my own Work railed at and commended fifty 
times a day, affecting-all_the while a Countenance 
wholly unconcerned, and joining out of Policy or 
good Manners with the Judgment of both Parties : 
This, I confefs, is too great a Hardthip for fo bath- 
ful and unexperienc’d a Writer. 

Bur, alas, I ly under another Difcouragement of 
much more weight: I was very unfortunate in the 
Choice of my Party when I fet up to be a Writer ; 
where is the Merit, or what ear to difcover 
our Wit, our Courage, or our Learning, in drawing 
our Pens for the Defence of a Caufe, which the 
QUEEN and both Honfes of Parliament, and 
nine parts in ten of the Kingdom, have fo unani- 
moufly embraced ? I am cruelly afraid, we Politick 
Authors muft begin to leffen our Expences, and lye 
for the furure at the mercy of our Printers. All hopes 
now are gone of writing our Selves into Places or 
Penfions. A certain ftarvling Author who works under 
the late Adminiftration, told me with a heavy Heart, 
above a Month ago,that he and fome others of his Bre- 
thren had fecretly offered their Service dog-cheap to 
the prefent Miniftry, but were all refus'd, and are now 

aintain’d by Contribution, like Facobits or Fanaticks. 
T have been of late employ’d out of perfect Commi- 
feration, in doing them good Offices: For, whereas 
fome were of Opinion that thefe hungry Zealots 
fhould not be fuffered any longer in their malapert 
way to {narl at the prefent Courfe of publick Pros 
ceedings ; arid Whereas, others propos’d, thar they 
fhould be limited to a cercain. Number, and permit- 
ted to write for their Mafters, in the fame manner as 
Councel aré affign’d for other Criminals; that is, to 
fay all they can in Defence of their Client, but not 
reflect upon the Court: I humbly gave my Advice, 
that they fhould be fuffered to write on, as they uled 
to do; which I did purely out of Regard to their 
Perfons: For I hoped ic would keep them out of 
Harms-way, and prevent them from falling into evil 
Courfes, which tho’ of little Contequence to the Pub- 
lick, would certainly be fata! to themfelves, Ii I 
have room at the bottom of this Paper, I will tran- 
feribe a Petition to the, prefent Minifiry, fent me by 
one of thefe Authors, in behalf of himfelf and four- 
fcore others of his Brethren, 





For my own part, notwithftanding the little Ene 
couragement to be boped for ar this.ctime from the 
Men in Power, I thall continue my Paper ‘till either 
the World or my felf grow weary of ic: The 
latter is eafily determined ; and for the former, I fhall 
not leave it tothe Pattialiry of either Party, bur co 
the Infallible Judgment of my Printer, One princi- 
pal End I defign’d by it, was co undeceive thole 
well-meaning People, who have been drawn una- 
ware into a wrong Senfe of Things, either by the 
common Prejudices of Education and Company, the 
great perfonal Qualities of fome Party-Jeaders, or the 
foul Mifreprefentations that were conftantly made of 
all who durft differ from them in the fmalleft Articie. 
I have known {uch Men ftruck with the Thoughts of 
fome late Changes, which, as they pretend to think, 
were made without any Reafon vifible to the World. 
In Anfwer to this, it is not {ufficient to alledge, what 
no Body doubrs, that a Prince may chufe his own 
Servants without giving a Reafon to bis Subjects ; 
becaufe it is certain, that a wife and good Prince will 
not change his Minifters withont very important 
Reafons ; and a good Subject oughr to fuppote, that 
in fuch a Cafe there are fuch Reafons, tho’ he be not 
appris‘d of them, otherwife he mutt inwardly tax his 
Prince of Capricioufnels, Inconftancy, or ill Defign. 
Such Reafons indeed, may not be obvious ro Pestous 
prejudiced, or at grear diftance, or thort Thinkers 
and therefore, if they be no Secrets of State, nor any 
ill Confequences to be apprehended from their publi- 
cation ; it is no uncommendable Work in any private 
Hand to lay them open for the Satisfa‘tion of all 
Men. And if what I have already faid, or thall 
hereafter fay of this kind, be thought to reflect upon 
w@Perfons, tho’ none have been named, I know not how 
it can poffibly be avoided. The Queen in her Speech 
mentions, with great Concern, that che Navy and other 
Offices are burthened with heavy Debis, and defires that 
the like may be prevented for the time to come. And, 
if it be now poifible to prevent the continuance of an 
Evil that has been fo long growing upon us, and is 
arrived to fuch a height, furely chofe Corruptions 
and Mifmanagements ‘muft have been great which 
firft introduced them, before our Taxes were eaten 
up by Annuities, 

If I were ableto rip up, and dif{cover in all chetr 
Colours, only about eight or nine Thoufand of the 
moft {candalous Abufes, that have been committed 
in all Parts of publick Management for twenty years 

aft, byacertain Set of Men and their Inftruments, 
thould reckon -it fome Service to my Country, and 
to Pofterity. But to fay the Truth, I thould be glad 
the Authers Names were convey'd to furure Times 
along with their Actions. For tho’ the prefent Age 
may underftand well enoughthe liule Hints we give, 
the Parallels we draw, and the Characters we de- 
fcribe, yet this will all be loft tothe next. How- 
ever, if thefe Papers, reduced into a more durable Form, 
fhould happen to live’till our Grand-children are Men, 
I hope they may have Curiofiry enough to confuls 
Annals, and compare Dates, in order to find out whac 
Names were then imtrulted with the Conduct of Af. 
fairs, in the Confequeaces whereof, themfelves wil] 
fo deeply fhare; like a heavy Debr in a private Fa. 
mily, which often lies an Incumbrance wpon an Bitate 

for three Generations.

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But leaving the Care of informing Pofteriry to bet- 
ter Pens, 1 thall wich due Regard to Truth, Dilcre- 
tion, and the Safety of my Perfon from the Men of 
the new-fang!'d Moderation, continue to take all: pro- 

unities of letting the mifled part ef the 
People lee how grofly they have been abus'd, and in 
what Particulars: ] fhali alfo endeavour to convince 
them, that the prefent Courfe we are in, is the moft 
probable Means, with the Bieffing of God, to ex- 


_ gricate our felves out of all our Difficulties. 


Among thofe who are pleas'd to write or talk againft 
this Paper, 1 have obferv’d a ftrange manner of Rea- 
foning, which I fhould be glad to hear them explain 
themiclves upon. They make no Ceremony of ex- 
claiming upon all Occafions againft a Change of Mi- 
niftry, in fo critical and dangerous a Conjuncture. 
What thall we, who heartily approve and join in thofe 
Proceedings, fay in defence of them ? We own the 
Jancture of Affairs to be as they defcribe: We are 
puth’d for an Anfwer, and are forc’d at laft freely to 
confefs, that the Corruprions anc Abufes in every 
Branch of the Adminiftration, were fo numerous and 
intollerable, that all Things muft have ended in Ru- 
in, withouc fome fpeedy Reformation. This I have 
already afferted in a former Paper ; and the Replies I 
have read or heard, have been in plain Terms to af- 
firm tbe direct contrary ; and oor only to defend and 
celebrate the late Perfons and Proceedings, but to 
threaten me with Law and Vengeance, for cafting 
Reflections on fo many great and honourable Men, 
whofe Birth, Virtue and Abilities, whofe Morals and 
Religion, whole Love of their Country and its Confti- 
tution in Church and State, were fo univerfally al- 
low'd ; and all this'fet off with odious Comparifons 
reflecting on the prefent Choice. Is not this in plain 
and direct Terms to tell all the World that the 
<tr has in a moft dangerous Crifis rurn’d out a 
whole Ser of the beft Minifters chac ever ferv’d a 
Prince, without any manner of Reafon, but her Roy- 
al Pleafure, and brought in others of a Character 
dire@tly contrary ?- And how fo vile an Opinion as 
this can confift with the leaft pretence to Loyalty or 
good Manners, let the World determine. rs 

I confefs my felf fo little a Refiner in the Politicks, 
as not to be able to difcover; what other Motive be- 
fides Obedience to the Queen, a Senfe of publick 
Danger, and a true Love of their Country, join’d 
with invincible Courage, could Spirit thofe great 
Men, who have now under Her Majefty’s Authority 
undertaken the Direction of Affairs. What can they 
expect bur the urmoft Efforts of Malice from a Ser 
of enraged domeftick Adverfaries, perpetually watch- 
ing over their Conduct, crofling all their Defigns, 
and ufing every Art to foment Divifions among them,* 
in order to join with the weakeft upon any Rupture ? 
The Difficulties they muft encounter are nine times 
more and greater than ever ; and the Prolpects of In- 
tereft, after the Reapings and Gleanings of fo many 
Years, nine times lels. Every Misfortune at Home 
or Abroad, tho’ the neceffary Confequence of former 
Counfels, will be imputed to them ; and all the good 
Succefs given to the Merit of former Schemes, A 
Sharper has held your Cards all the Evening, plaid 
Booty, and loft your Mony, and when things are al- 
moft defperate, you employ an Honeft Gentleman to 
retrieve your Loffes. 

1 would ask whether the Queen's Speech does not 
contain Her Intentions, in every Particular relating 
to the Publick, thata —_— a Britain and a 
Proteftant can poflibly have at Heart ? To carry on the 
War in all its Parts, particularly in Spain, with the 
urmoft Vigour, in order to procure a fafe and honourable 
Peace for us and our Allies ; To find fome Ways of 
paying the Debts on the Navy ; to fupport and encou- 
rage the Church of Eoglanc ; to preferve che Britith 
Conflitution according tc the Union ; To maintain the 
Indulgence by Law allow'd to Scrupulous Confciences ; 
and to employ none but fuch as are for the Proteftant 
Succcffion im the Houfe of Hanover; “Tis known 
enough, that Speeches on thefe Occafions, are ever 
digeited by the Advice of thofe who are in the chief 
Confidence, and confequently thar thefe are the Sen-

timents of Her Majefty’s Minifiers, as well as Her 
own; and we fee, the two Houfes have unanimoufly 
— with Her in every Article. When the leat 

ounterpaces are made to any of thefe Refolutions, 
it will then be time enough for our Malecontents te 
bawl out Popery, Perfecution, Arbitrary Powsr, and the 
Pretender. In the mean whiile, it is-a little hard to 
think, that this Ifland can bold bur fix Men of Hone- 
fty and Abiliry; enough to ferve their Prince and 
Country ; or that our Safery fhould depend upon 
their Credit, amy more than it would upon the 
Breath in their Noftrils. Why fiould not a Revolution 
in the Minifiry be fometimes neceffary as well as a 
Revolution in the Crown ? It is to be prefum’d, the 
former is at leaft as lawful in it felf, and perhaps the 
Experiment not quite fo dangerous. The Revolution 
of the Sum about the Aarth was formerly thought a 
neceflary Expedient to folye Appearances, tho’ it lefe 
many Difficulties unanfwer'd ; ‘rill Philofophers cons 
triv’d a better, which is that of the Earth's Revolution 
about the Sum. This is found upon Experience to 
fave much Time and Labour, to correct many irre- 
gular Motions, and is better fuired ty the Refpect 
due from a Planet to a Fix’d Star.
